The story of military aviation goes 


back that far, even farther. For cen- 
turies man has planned to win wars 
in the air. 


The priest, Francisco Lana, had a 


plan, too. He was first to propose the 
vacuum balloon, but after he con- 
ceived it, the possibilities frightened 
him. 
So, wrote the priest in 1670, 


grimly prophetic; 


"No city can be secure against any 


such attack. Ships may at any time 
be placed directly over it, and des- 
cending, may discharge soldiers. The 
same would happen to private houses 
and ships of the sea," 


The priest prayed that 'God will 


not sufer such an invention to take 
effect," but more than a century 
later Napoleon was putting it into 
effect in the French Revolution. He 
was the first to use the air arm in 
war, 


The French army in 1794 had a "Bri- 


gade commander in charge of aeron- 
autics." He "spotted" for the French 
artillery at the battle of Fleurus in 
Belgium on June 26, 1794, was a decis- 
ive factor in bringing French victory 
with his flag* signals. 


That success inspired Napoleon. He 


planned the first invasion of Bri- 
:ain by air with a huge balloon car- 
rying at least 4000 soldiers, and ample 
supplies. The Germans planned the 
same thing at about the same time, 
visualizing fleets of balloons dropping 
whole armies and a' projectile "against 
which no nation would have adequate 
defense."

WASHINGTON - The Washington 


taxi drivers, with n gift of gab that 
shames tho most oft-spoken congress- 
men, 
almost talked themselves into

to make them buy guide licenses aa 
well ns cab drivers' licenses. Only the 
Ire of the local citizenry, aroused by 
what they considered nn injustice, 
smothered the move. 


Washington loves its hack drivers 


and well it might. They are as dis- 
tinctive ns strangers in a strange 
land and yet as much a part of the 
Washington scene as the Lincoln Me- 
morial.

Conquered People 


Man Who Saw Oslo 


Fall Describes Ger- 


man Methods 


By WILLIS THORNTON

The diabollcally'-clever methods by 


which the dermans are trying to win 
over the peoples they have conquered 
are revealed by Berge M. Heede, 
Norwegian-born naturalized American 
citizen, who was living in Oslo when 
the Germans came. Heede has lust 
returned to the U. S. 


"The Germans are obviously set- 


tling down for a long occupation," says 
Heede, who left Oslo April 29. "Their 
soldieis are scrupulously polite. Their 
discipline is marvelous. Every effort 
is made to avoid offending the Nor- 
wegians. Nothing is stolen. Business is 
encouraged to continue, though of 
course the Germans spend only a spec- 
ial kind of "funny money," printed 
up in advance and good only in Ger- 
many. 


"Every German soldier was pro- 


vided in advance with a sheet of in- 
structions on how to conduct him- 
self in Norway," says Heede. "This 
analyzed very cleverly the Norwegian 
character and the attitude best cal- 
culated to appeal to it. The discipline 
was such that the Grman soldiers 
held closely to these instructions. I 
know of no • cases • of looting or of 
wanton destruction by. individual sold- 
iers." .

The . instructions,' found on Ger- 


man dead, ran along these lines: 


You 'are hot'landing in'an enemy 


country. You .'arrive-t6 protect the 
country and its people, who .have 
strong feeling of national pride. There- 
fore: do "nothing to. offend the na- 
tional honor. 
' 
. 


The Norwegians love freedom and 


are unwilling to submit to arbitrary 
authority. They don't like militarism. 
Therefore: give few orders. Peremp- 
tory orders would antagonize the peo- 
ple. Tell them in a logical way what 
is to be done, and; thus win their 
co-operation. 


The Norwegian's home is holy to 


him, but he is very hospitable. Peo- 
ple leave their houss unlocked and 
stealing is considered a great dis- 
grace. Therefore; never go where you 
are not asked; .respect property. 


The Norwegians have no under- 


standing of war, and almost all of 
them • dislike Nazism. Therefore; do 
not discuss politics.' 


"The Germans are poiit,e and in- 


gratiating," says Heed. The release 
of war prisoners was another effort 
of Hitler to swing the Norwegians over 
to his side: Since the' basing of the 
German fleet in Oslo, the best har- 
bor in that part of Europe, it is 
establish a permanent 
relationship 
there. 


'Despite influx of the German 'fun- 


ny money' between half a million and 
a million Norwegians are without their 
ordinary means of support. Thou- 
sands fled to the hills to escape 
the bombers, taking nothing with 
them. When they returned, .say to 
Elverum or Stavanger, they/found 
their homes leveled to -the earth, their 
businesses gone. Thousands fled to 
Sweden, where they 'are helpless. 
Many of the refugees are Amricans, 
unable to get money from home, and 
dependent on the bounty of already- 
impovished Norwegian 
friends." 


Heede, an" importer, is advising the 


Norwegian Relief Fund in its drive 
for urgently-needed money, food and 
clothing for almost a third of Nor- 
way's people deprived of these things 
by the German invaders.
